T have declared the Defign of counterveiling the 
Prejudices of Education; but, upon maturer Deli. 
ge I propofe, as the eafieft Method, to intro-

I, Anentire new Mode of Education, by which 

we are to enfure 

II. Univerfal Approbation (fo far as the Britis 

Pale of Dominion extends muft be under- 
ftood only) of all Foreign fobs & Subjidies, 
that appear moft diftafteful to our prefent 
Senfes, and moft remote from our prefent 
Interefts. 

You may now perhaps begin to anticipate the 
vaft and falutary Confequences of this grand Under- 
taking. Or, you may admire my Rathnefs for hav- 
ing thus provoked the Envy of the projeéting Bre- 
thren of this projecting Age. But I muft defire 
you to lay afide all Anticipations, Admirations, &c. 
becaufe out of Time ~ If you anticipate, it may be 
to your own Coft ; and not to mine, that I am en- 
vied. As I have difintereftedly fhut myfelf up 
againft the Praifes, public Honors, and Rewards that 
my Scheme will infallibly draw after it ; I cannot be 
obnoxious to, or follicitous about, fo contemptible 
an Enemy as Envy (which only nofes the Rear of 
Merit) can make me: For, fays the Poet, , 

— Envy follows Merit, like its Shade. 

I muft obferve however, what is extremely neceflary 
to obferve, that the prefent Scheme, like all others 
of any Import, muft be backed by the /: ve 
and ex———ve Authority ; for as it is in no degree 
felf-efficient, like the Politics of — the Hottentots, 
it muft be matured into Praétice and Perfection by 
powerful and united Endeavour. 

To the firft Article then, — a new Mode of Edu- 
cation. This Propofition may appear, at firft Sight, 
what the Polite call fomewhat ontré, or what plain 
Englifh terms, a little extravagant. But, when the 
amazing good Effeéts of it are duly confidered, tho’ 
fome fmall Difficulties fhould arife in the Til- 
lage ; yet, when the Fruits are perceived more ab- 
undant than the Labor is tirefome, who would leave 
fuch a Luxuriance of Soil uncultered, fuch an In- 
 Vitation of Succefs unaccepted? Here (for the fake 
of Argument) I have fuppofed Difficulties : Perhaps 
I might have a fecond View in doing fo: It is cuf- 
tomary for all Shemifts (to enhance the future Repu- 
tation of their Inventions) to entrench them over 
Head-and-Ears with P/eudo-Objections, which they 
are elaborately to take off one after another, ’till they 
agreeably furprize us with the immaculate Simplicity 
of their ingenious Difcoveries. But, were I allowed 
to depart trom this prudent Rule, I fhould franckly 
declare at once, [ apprehend no more Difficulty in 
eftablithing a new Mode of Education, than in getting 
a new Set of Teeth or a new Skin, both which 
(fays the laft Page of your Paper, which I fuppofe is 
your Surgery) may be had for a few Shillings. 

Not fo cheap however is our new Education to be 
purchafed ; nor, as the Effects are to be of much 

reater Value, would it be reafonable itfhould. But 
jet us be brief. 

There is a fpacious Area, N. W), of good Sr, 
Paul (1° mean the Church) and not very many 
Furlongs diftant. It has been fo much celebrated 
by the Pens of Poets, fo famed for the Blood of 








holy Martyrs and black Cattle, fo highly renowned 
for Drolls, Sights and Pupperfhews, that, after this, 
it is quite tedious to write fo long a Word as Smith- 
field, with no other Intent than to fignify it is the 
Place I mean.

As my Countrymen 
are extremely fond of Sights, I propofe the fame 
kind of Seats fhall be ereSted :ound the Pile as there 
was about the Peace-offering to Vulcan in the ever- 
memorable Year 1748 Seats for the Two H 8 
of P , for all other the Nobility and Gentry 
of Great-Britain, and for all who can pay for them. 

While thefe Things are getting ready, there fhall 
be ifflued out a R— Proclamation, fupported by a 
folemn A& of St—, ftrictly requiring and com- 
manding all loving Subje&s, of every deyree, at the 
Peril of their Lives, tu take, apprehend, and bring 
in all ftray and other Books, of what Size foever they 
be, whether Folios, Quartos, Offavos, Ducdecimoas, 
Sexdecimos, &c. &c. &c. bound or unbound, folded 
or in Quires, and depofit them ia the Care of 
in Smithfield, on or before the Day of 
the Year of our L— 1752, &e. 

Having thus colleéted all the Books in the King- 
dom, not even thofe of the Univerfities excepted, 
the Prefs fhall be immediately licenfed, and another 
Proclamation, fupported like the firft, forbidding on 
Pain of Death, the Licence of Speech and Abule of 
Pen, Ink and Paper, fhall follow next. Officers of 
the Cuftoms, Excife, &c. muft be directed to fee 
this Placart duly obeyed, being properly aided by 
Companies of Dragoons, &e. 

Every thing fett!ed, and the Hour of Purgation 
come, ** Chiefs feated, aud Crowds of Vulgar throng-

Are ye not in Dread, yefcribling Tribe! All your 
Years of Labour deftroy’d in one fell Hour! But 
let not Sorrow come expected: Every Bard is not 
alike devoted. 

Let me fee—I think, Sir, the prefent Purpofe, 
which is to make us approve forer;n Politics, de- 
mands no more than that al] the Books which have 
been wrote, regarding the particular Interefts of this 
Kingdom, fhould be burnt. Polity, Hiflory, and 
Geography, are all the offenfive Studies. Let neu- 
tral Science be preferved, tho’ it fpoil the Show. 

Come forward then, ye ill-ftarr’d Sages: Firft 
perith thou Verulam, Coke and Harrington blaze 
next ; Lockand Shaftesbury, Davenant and Trench- 
ard, Sidney, Bolingbroke, Orrery, the whole promif- 
cuous Train, let now encreafe the Flame. 

Advance Hiflartans, feize the Blaze: You were 
fome of you Martyrs before. They crackle louder 
than the People holla: Sure the Ghofts of Raveizh 
or fome tormented Churchman, brooks not this 
double Death: But Fire i, Victory. 

Geographers mealure here your Longitudes and 
Latitudes. Alas! poor old Sa/mon again tortured ! 
But thou deferved’{t treble Torment: Thou haft 
not only taught us our Situation by thy wicked 
Geography, but our Interefts in thy feditious Hifory. 

Now, Sir, with your Leave, let us fuppole this 
Conflagration over : kor as an Author I believe you 
will not be fond of feeing it continue. 

You obferve alé Maxims of Policy, all Knowlege 
of Men, of the Trading Interefts, and of the Ad- 
vantage of our Situation, are utterly loft and dead : 
For by the wholetome Prohibition of Speaking, 
Writing, or Printing, abovementioned, al] dangerous 
Communications between Father and Son, will be 
effectually prevented; and if not effectually pre- 
vented immediately, may be exemplarily punithed 
eal it is.

The Court will go into fecond Mourning for the 
Jate Quen of Denmark on Sunday the 1ft of March 
next. 

On Tuefday laft died at his Houfe in Park Place, 
Sir John Hinde Cotton, Bart. He was a Commif- 
fioner of Trade & Plantations in the Reign of Queen 
Anne; alfo Member in feveral Parliaments in that 
Reign for the Town of Cambridge ; and in the laft 
Parliament of his late Majefty was one of the Knights 
of the Shires for the County of Cambridge ; and in 
the two firft Parliaments of his prefent Majefty, 
ferved again for the Town of Cambridge; in the 
laft and prefent Parliaments for Mariborough ; he 
was alfo Treafurer of the Chamber to his Majefty 
in 1742. He married firfta Daughter of Sir Am- 
brofe Crawle, Knt. and has left [flue one Son, now 
Sir John Hinde Cotton, and one Daughter. 

On the 3oth of January died, at his Seat at Win- 
gerworth in Derbythire, Sir Windfor Hunloke, 
Bart. He married Charlotte, Sifter to Sir Robert 
Throckmorton, by whom he had four Sons and five 
Daughters, and is fucceeeded in Title and Eftate by 
his eldeft Son. / 

On Sunday laft died, in the eighty-third Year 
of his Age, Mr. John Beaver, who was upwards of 
fifty Years Steward to the Hon, Society of :Grey’s 
Inn; and on Tueflay laft Mr. Adams, the Under- 
fleward, was, by the Benchers of the Society, una- 
nimoufly appointed to fucceed him. 

Wedneiday was found dead in hls Bed at his Lodg- 
ings at Rotherhithe, Mr. Hawkins, Chief Mate of 
the Anna Maria, bound to Barbados. 

We hear that the Herring Fifhery fociety are fend- 
ing T wine to various W orkhoufes in and about Lon- 
don, in order for employing their Poor in making 
Nets for the enfuing Seafon ; and that there is great 
Probality thefe Poor, as well as others, will be fur- 
nifhed with Work all the Year round. 

The prefent fituation of Things, with regard to 
the numerous Poor in this Kingdom, feems to put 
the Herring Fifhery into our Hands beyond the Pof- 
fibility of efbaping us. For it is fhid, this Trade 
will furnifh Employment for all Sexes and Ages, for 
the Old and Infirm, as well as the Young and Able; 
therefore our Poor may be generally ufed therein, 
They are wholly maintained by the Public at pre- 
fent, and if in Part maintained while fo employed, 
we muft certainly, and in no ver long Time, beat 
out every other Nation in this Fithery, and have 
no Beggars here any more than in Holland, 

It having been humbly reprefented to the King, 
that, on Wednefday tne 15th of January, between 
10 and 11 at Night, George Cary, of Epping, was 
robbed and berbaroufly murdered, by two or more 
Men, between tho 13 and 14 Mile Poft, on Epping 
Foreft : His Majefty, for bringing to Juftice the 
Perfons connerned in the faid Robbery and Murder, 































































of them, (except the Perfon that actually committed 
the Murder) who fhall difcover his Accomplice 
therin, fo that he may be apprehended, and convic- 
ted thereof; and alfo a Reward of One Hundred 
P unds to any Perfon, whether an Accomplice or 
not, (except the Perfun that committed the Murder) 
who thall make fuch difcovery, over and above the 
Reward for apprehending. Highwaymen; the faid 
One Hundred Pounds, to be paid by the Lords Com- 
miffioners of his Majefty’s Treafury, upon convic- 
tion of one or more of the Criminals. 

And as a turther Encouragement, William Har- 
vey, of Chigwell, and John Conyers, of Epping 
Place in the County of Effex, Efqrs. have jointly 
promifed a Reward of Twenty Pounds, who fhall 
be fo apprehended and conviéted, to be paid to the 
Perfon, making fuch Difcovery upon Conviction 
of the refpeétive Criminals; or, the Sum of Ten 
Pounds, to any Perfon who fhall only apprehend & 
bring before the Right Hon. the Lord Mayor of the 
City of London, 

Tuefday Henry Rolfe was brought to the Poultry 
Compter, upon fu‘picion of being concerned in the 
faid Murder. He was apprehended at Bifhop Strot- 
ford in Herdfordfhire. And on Wednefday he was 
committed to Newgate by the Right Hon. the Lord 
Mayor, on the Oath of one Green, who fwore he 
was in the Cart when Cary was killed; and that 
this Rolfe was the Man that committed the Murder, 
and faid he knew him by his Voice. 

Monday Morning, about 5 o’Clock, a Trooper, 
belonging to the Horfe Guards, was knocked down 
by two Footpads, and robbed of his Watch ; he-had 
been to receive fome Money in the Country, which 
it is thought the Villains knew, and followed him 
from the Place he received at. 

A few Days ago, a Coach and four was ftopped 
on the Roed to Porifmouth, on an Information of 
fome prohibited Good being therein, and foreign 
Gold and Silver Lace to the Value of 2501. and up- 
wards was accordingly found in it, 

Two Italian Gentlemen who had refided fome 
Time in Naffau-ftreet, near Newport Market, were 
robbed by their Interpreter of a Portmanteau, in 
which were 5001. and Jewels fuppofed to be worth 
10,0001. As to the Interpreter, who is an Italian, 
is expected to get from this Kingdom, a Defcription 
of him is fent to the Sea Ports, to prevent his Em- 
barkation. 

Monday Morning, about 7 o’Clock, the Soldier 
under fentence of Death, was brought from the Sa- 
voy to the Parade, by a Party of the Regiment he 
belonged, and there received by a large Detachment 
of the Third Regiment of Foot Guards, who efcort- 
ed him to the Place of Execution ; he behaved very 
decently, and with much feeming Devotion. After 
he had received the firft Fire he was obferved to 
move, and his Commotions occafioned great Pain ; 
upon which one of the Referve advanced and fhot 
him thro’ the Head. It is remarkable, that the 
Father of this unhappy Man came to Town by Ac- 
cident about two Days before his Son fuffered ; and 
upon enquiring for him found him in thefe melan- 
choly Circumftances: He accompanied him from 
the Parade to the Place of Execution, where he ex- 
prefled great Agony in parting from him. 

Yefterday fe’nnight aSoldier of the fecond Re- 
giment of Foot Guards received 100 Lathes on the 
Parade, with a Cat of Nine Tails, for Defertion. 
His Sentence wss to have 600 Lathes at three diffe- 
rent limes, and this was the fecond Part of his 
Punifhment, but after he had received 100 Lathes, 
the Surgeon who was prefent delared, that any more 
at that Time would endanger his Life, his Strength 
being fo much exhaufted ; upon which he was re- 
mand back to the Savoy. 

We bear that tw@ Men of War and a floop failed 
fome Time ago from Plymouth, for Annamaboo, 
on the Coaft of Africa, to prevent the French Fleet, 
where it is faid to be gone, from building a Fort 
there: And we are alfo aflured, that the French 
have given our Court a Categorical Anfwer, that 
they would not evacute St. Lucia, and the reft of
